Tue Lineuistic Society or America held its Twelfth Special Summer Meet- | 
ing at the University of Michigan on Friday and Saturday, July 28-29, 1950, in 
conjunction with the Linguistic Institute on the campus of the University. 
Many members attending the meeting accepted the invitation to arrive some- 
what in advance of the sessions or to stay on after their conclusion in order to 
attend the lectures and conferences on linguistic subjects which had been ar- 
ranged for the days immediately before and after the meeting. 

THe First Session was held on the afternoon of Friday, July 28. President 
Einar Haugen called the meeting to order at 2 p.m.; about 120 persons were 
present. Papers 1-6 were presented and discussed. The session was adjourned at 
5 p.m. Members and guests then gathered for an informal dinner at the Michigan 
Union. 

THE Seconp Session was called to order at 8 p.m., with the Secretary pre- 
siding; about 150 persons were present. Papers 7-11 were presented and dis- 
cussed. The session was adjourned at 10:45 p.m. 

Tue Turrp Session was held on the morning of Saturday, July 29. President 
Haugen called the meeting to order at 9 a.m. Mr. Louis A. Hopkins, Director of 
the Summer Session of the University of Michigan, welcomed the members of 
the Society on behalf of the University. Papers 12-17 were presented and 
discussed. 

Tue Fourtu Srssion was called to order at 2 p.m. by President Haugen. 
Papers 18-24 were presented and discussed. At the end of the session, Miss E. 
Adelaide Hahn read the following report of the Committee on Resolutions 
(Miss Hahn, chairman; Norman A. McQuown, John B. Carroll): 


The Linguistic Society of America offers hearty thanks: 

For convenient and commodious facilities extended by the University of Michigan, 
gracious host for many years both to the Linguistic Institute and to the Summer Meeting 
of the Linguistic Society; 

For arrangements efficiently made by the local committee, which intelligently scheduled 
the activities that needed planning, and in other matters left the members happily free to 
follow individual preferences; 

To the faculty of the Linguistic Institute in general, for generously providing refresh- 
ments, and to the Director of the Linguistic Institute in particular, for hospitably offering 
a delightful locale for the party to which we are looking forward in happy confidence amply 
justified by past experiences.

President Haugen called tae First Session to order on Tuesday, December 
28, at 2 p.m. About 60 persons were present. Papers 1-5 were presented and 
discussed. The session was adjourned at 4:30 p.m. 


THe Business MEETING was called to order by President Haugen at 9:30 a.m. 
on Friday, December 29. The minutes of the preceding meetings were called for. 
The Secretary reported that the minutes of the Eleventh Summer Meeting, 
held in Ann Arbor on July 29-30, 1949, and of the Twenty-Fourth Annual 
Meeting, held in Philadelphia on December 27-29, 1949, had already been 
printed in Bulletin No. 23 and had been distributed to members of the Society; 
and that the minutes of the Twelfth Summer Meeting, held in Ann Arbor on 
July 28-29, 1950, would appear shortly in Bulletin No. 24. On motion it was 
voted that the reading of these minutes be dispensed with and that they be 
adopted. 

The Secretary, Mr. Cowan, presented the following report, which was ordered 
to be received and filed: 


At the beginning of the year 1949 there were 793 members, apart from Honorary Members, 
of whom seven died during the year (Leonard Bloomfield, John M. Cooper, William Kurath, 
Warner F. Patterson, Robert Morris Pierce, Lester M. Prindle, Edward L. Thorndike) ; 
15 presented their resignations, three effective at the end of 1947 (Maurice P. Cunningham, 
George L. Hankinson, J. A. Posin), one at the end of 1948 (Miss Berger), and 11 at the end of 
1949 (Enrico de Montagu, Marcel Francon, George H. Genzmer, Claire Holt, C. P. Hom- 
berger, Thorkild Jacobsen, Thomas F. Lambiase jr., P. D. Perkins, C. Bradford Welles, 
John Whyte, Arthur G. Wild); 11 were dropped for non-payment of dues in 1948 and 1949. 
The net membership with which the Society started the year 1950 was therefore 760; the 
increase in membership for 1950 is 69 (66 new and 3 reinstated). The total membership for 
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1950, apart from Honorary Members, is 829, a gain of 36 as compared with 1949. There were 
22 names on the list of Honorary Members at the beginning of the year 1949, and one new 
member was added at the Annual Meeting in 1949, making a total of 23 to begin 1950. We 
regretfully record the death of five members: Rev. Charles C. Adams on March 9, 1948; 
Alice E. Kober on May 16, 1950; Mrs. Dave H. Morris on August 15, 1950; R. H. Stetson on 
December 4, 1950; George K. Zipf on September 25, 1950. 

The domestic Library Subscriptions have increased from 167 to 174, by a gain of 10 and a 
loss of 3; foreign subscriptions have increased from 147 to 167 by a gain of 38 and a loss of 18.

On motion it was voted to adopt the Treasurer’s report and order it recorded. 
On behalf of the Executive Committee, Mr. Cowan presented the following 
report: 


President Haugen, with the Executive Committee’s approval, appointed H. M. 
Hoenigswald to represent the Society at the inauguration of Sanky Lee Blanton as president 
of Crozer Theological Seminary, Chester, Pennsylvania, on May 8, 1950; appointed A. A. 
Hill to represent the Society at the inauguration of Gordon Gray as President of the Con- 
solidated University of North Carolina in Greensboro, Chapel Hill, and Raleigh on October 
8-10, 1950; appointed Sister M. Calixta Garvey to represent the Society at the dedication of 
the Science Hall, College of the Incarnate Word, San Antonio, Texas, on November 3, 1950; 
appointed as Local Committee for the Twenty-Fifth Annual Meeting of the Society W. F. 
Edgerton (chairman), H. B. Dunkel, 8. N. Trevifio, and N. A. McQuown. 

The Executive Committee, acting by correspondence, set the time and place of the 
Twelfth Summer Meeting of the Society on July 28-29, 1950, in Ann Arbor; designated the 
Administrative Committee of the Linguistic Institute as its sub-committee to arrange the 
program of the Summer Meeting; appointed Martin Joos to serve through July 31, 1953, as a 
member of the Committee on the Place of the Linguistic Institute; and approved the pur- 
chase of a sufficient number of copies, for distribution to the membership, of the November 
issue of the Journal of the Acoustical Society of America, which contains the Proceedings of 
the Speech Communications Conference held at Massachusetts Institute of Technology, 
May 31 to June 3, 1950, under the joint auspices of the Acoustical Society of America, the 
Carnegie Project on Scientific Aids to Learning at MIT, and the Psycho-Acoustic Labora- 
tory of Harvard University. 

The Executive Committee held a special meeting on July 28, 1950, in Ann Arbor. Present 
Einar Haugen (presiding), Y. R. Chao as proxy for F-K. Li, E. H. Sturtevant as proxy for 
R. L. Ward, and the Secretary; also, by constitutional provision but without vote, E. 
Adelaide Hahn, F. Edgerton, H. Kurath, N. A. McQuown, E. A. Nida, and K. L. Pike, and 
by invitation B. Bloch and A. A. Hill. The Committee elected to membership new members 
for 1950; and approved as the Administrative Committee of the Linguistic Institute for 1951 
the following: C. D. Chrétien, Director; E.H. Sturtevant, Associate Director; M.S. Beeler, 
Assistant Director; Y. R. Chao, M. B. Emeneau, Mary R. Haas, E. Adelaide Hahn, and 
O. Maslenikov. 

The Executive Committee met at the Hotel Windermere in Chicago, on December 28, 
1950, at 10 a.m. Present were Einar Haugen (presiding), F-K. Li, R. L. Ward, A. A. Hill as 
proxy for J. K. Yamagiwa, N. A. McQuown as proxy for A. W. Read, J. Whatnfough as 
proxy for R. Jakobson, and J M. Cowan (Secretary); also, by constitutional provision but 
without vote, E. Adelaide Hahn, E. H. Sturtevant, and W. F. Twadell, and B. Bloch by 
invitation. The Committee informally considered reports of officers and committees, and 
elected to membership additional new members for 1950. 

The Committee met again at 7:30 p.m., with the same members in attendance. The Com- 
mittee took the following actions: approved the report of the Committee on the Free List 
(O. Springer, chairman; E. Haugen, H. M. Hoenigswald, R. Jakobson, Y. Malkiel), in- 
structed the Secretary to renew the practice of distributing LancuaGcE to distinguished 
foreign scholars as listed by this Committee, beginning in 1951, and discharged the Com- 
mittee with a vote of thanks for its service; received the interim report of the Committee 
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on the Place of the Linguistic Institute, and instructed the Committee to continue nego- 
tiations with interested institutions, specifically soliciting invitations to the Linguistic 
Institute for 1952; determined that the next annual meeting will be held in New York after 
Christmas, with the dates of the meeting to be determined later; reappointed H. M. 
Hoenigswald to the Standing Committee on Research through 1953 (G. S. Lane through 
1951, chairman; H. Hoijer through 1952) ; continued the Advisory Committee on the Invest- 
ment of Linguistic Institute Endowment (A. C. Baugh, chairman; E. B. Williams, E. H. 
Sehrt, J M. Cowan); continued the Committee on the Collitz Bequest (E. H. Sehrt, chair- 
man; F. Edgerton, W. F. Twaddell, T. Starck, K. Malone) and added J M. Cowan to the 
Committee; reappointed H. Hoijer chairman of the Committee on the Place of the Lin- 
guistic Institute (Hoijer through August 1, 1954; M. Joos through August 1, 1953; G. S. 
Lane through August 1, 1952) ; received the report of the Committee on Honorary Members 
and discharged that Committee with a vote of thanks; appointed J M. Cowan delegate 
to the American Council of Learned Societies for a period of four years beginning January 1, 
1952; appointed G. L. Trager delegate to the American Association for the Advancement of 
Science; reappointed E. H. Sehrt delegate to the American Documentation Institute; re- 
appointed N. A. McQuown delegate to the Mexican Council of Indigenous Languages; and 
discharged J M. Cowan as councillor of the Inter-American Society of Anthropology and 
Geography. The committee considered other matters at both of its sessions, but took no 
official action on them. 


This report was order to be received and filed. 
Mr. Bloch, Editor and Chairman of the Society’s Committee on Publications, 
presented the following report, which was ordered to be received and filed: 


During the year 1950 the Society issued the following publications: 

LanGcuaGE, Volume 26; 538 pages. 

ButueTin No. 23 (Proceedings of the Ann Arbor meeting 1949; Proceedings of the Phila- 
delphia meeting 1949; List of members 1949) ; 64 pages. 

InpEX TO LANGUAGE 21-25 (1945-1949), by Thomas A. Sebeok; 46 pages. 

LancuaGE MonocraPu No. 25, First grammatical treatise: The earliest Germanic pho- 
nology: An edition, translation, and commentary, by Einar Haugen; 64 pages. 

LANGUAGE DISSERTATION No. 44, Old Portuguese vocalic finals: Phonology and orthography 
of accented -ou, -eu, -iu and -ao, -eo, -to, by Erma Learned; 28 pages. 

LancuaGE Dissertation No. 45, The inflections of 8th-century Japanese, by Masako 
Yokoyama; 96 pages. 

LANGUAGE DissERTATION No. 46, The inflections of modern literary Japanese, by Elizabeth 
F. Gardner; 46 pages. 

The current volume of LanGauaaE is the largest ever published. Its 538 pages are equiva- 
lent to an adjusted number (explained in Bull. 23.12) of 672, more than the bulk of the 
first three volumes together, and nearly double the average bulk of the first twenty-five. 
Unfortunately, the cost of publishing the volume has been proportional to its size; only the 
generosity of our Treasurer, arising from his conviction that the main function of the So- 
ciety is to publish the fruits of research, has made it possible to print so many pages. Next 
year, to live within our income, we shall have to be content with a considerably smaller 
volume of LANGUAGE; and as printing costs continue to rise, it may be necessary to return 
for some years to the modest compass of the earlier volumes. An obvious consequence of 
this retrenchment will be that contributions to the journal will have to wait for publication 
longer than has been usual in the recent past; but all acceptable contributions will still 
find room in LANGUAGE. 

I have mentioned our Treasurer’s generosity. The word is a weak one to express the 
countless ways in which he has lightened my work and smoothed my path, not only in the 
past year but in all the ten years of his office. By taking full charge of business matters 
relating to our publications, he has made it possible for me to devote myself entirely to 
editorial work and thus to keep myself happily ignorant of its financial aspects, which in 
any case I could not have understood. He has complied with every request that I made of 
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him as Business Manager; he has supported every project for which I asked his help; again 
and again he has volunteered to perform for me routine tasks of correspondence and in- 
quiry, adding these without protest to his own endless duties. And more than once, when 
circumstances beyond both his control and mine temporarily disrupted the work of publica- 
_ tion, he has been a willing scapegoat, and has allowed me, with magnanimous forbearance, 
to vent my exasperation upon him in a burst of peevish abuse, knowing that I did not mean 
it and believing, as he sometimes told me afterwards, that it was good for me. 

No one who has not been intimately associated with Mr. Cowan during these ten years, as 
I have, can guess the untiring energy, the resourcefulness, and the selfless devotion with 
which he has served the Linguistic Society, often in the face of difficulties and distractions 
that would have staggered a less determined man, sometimes in the face of misunderstand- 
ing and hostility. If the Linguistic Society’s national scope and influence have grown in the 
last ten years, if the Society today is vigorous and healthy, the credit for its growth and 
present state is largely Mr. Cowan’s; and if our program of publication during this period 
has been successful, it has been so very largely because of Mr. Cowan’s enlightened support. 


The Secretary presented the following report for Mr. Kurath, Director of the 
1950 Linguistic Institute at the University of Michigan: 


The Institute was again sponsored jointly by the Linguistic Society of America and the 
University of Michigan. The Administrative Committee of the Institute consisted of the 
following: Hans Kurath, University of Michigan, Director; Murray B. Emeneau, University 
of California, Associate Director; Joseph K. Yamagiwa, University of Michigan, Assistant 
Director; Charles C. Fries, University of Michigan; Hayward Keniston, University of 
Michigan; W. Freeman Twaddell, Brown University. 

The Faculty of the Institute consisted of the following: Emile Benveniste, Collége de 
France; Bernard Bloch, Yale University; Yuen Ren Chao, University of California; 
Franklin Edgerton, Yale University; Charles C. Fries, University of Michigan; Albrecht 
Goetze, Yale University; A. M. Halpern, Rand Corporation; Harry Hoijer, University of 
California at Los Angeles; Hans Kurath, University of Michigan; Robert Lado, University 
of Michigan; Albert H. Marckwardt, University of Michigan; Ernst Pulgram, University 
of Michigan; Yao Shen, University of Michigan; Hide Shohara, University of Michigan; 
Otto Springer, University of Pennsylvania; Norman L. Willey, University of Michigan; and 
Shird Hattori, Tokyo University. Franklin Edgerton occupied the Collitz Professorship. 

We were very fortunate to have with us Professor Benveniste of the Collége de France, 
whose profound scholarship made a deep impression upon the staff and the students. 

193 persons attended the Institute courses. Of these, 17 already had the doctorate and 
were granted full guest privileges by the Graduate School of the University. 95 others were 
regularly enrolled in two or more linguistic courses (83 in 1948, 75 in 1949). The enrollment 
in the introductory courses was very large: 47 in Modern English Grammar (Fries), 32 in 
Phonetics and Phonemics (Hc‘jer), 28 in Introduction to Linguistic Science (Bloch), 24 in 
Old English (Marckwardt), 20 in Descriptive Linguistics (Bloch), 16 in Sanskrit (Edgerton), 
13 in Introduction to Romance Philology (Pulgram). The specialized courses were also well 
attended, especially by members of the Institute who already had the doctorate: 11 in 
Problems in Indo-European Grammar (Benveniste), 5 in Comparative Grammar of Semitic 
Languages (Goetze), 5 in Runic Inscriptions (Springer), 4 in Hittite (Goetze), 3 in Old 
Persian (Benveniste). 

A great variety of subjects were discussed in the Forum and in the Luncheon Con- 
ferences. Six of these papers were presented by visiting lecturers (expenses paid from the 
Endowment Fund of the Institute): H.G. Gitterbock (Chicago), Martin Joos (Wisconsin), 
Paul Menzerath (Bonn), Bruno Migliorini (Florence), Hans Sperber (Ohio), and C. F. 
Voegelin (Indiana). The remaining fourteen papers were offered by members of the staff 
and by Ph.D. guests in the Institute: Benveniste, Bloch, Chao, Edgerton, Goetze, Halpern, 
Hattori, Hoijer, Kurath, Marckwardt, Pulgram, Springer; Samuel E. Martin, and Lester 
W. J. Seifert.

Through its Committee on the Language Program, the ACLS provided $2,500 for fellow- 
ships and scholarships in the Institute. The following awards were made by the ACLS on 
recommendation of the Administrative Committee of the Linguistic Institute: Post-doctoral 
Fellows: Harold V. King (Ph.D. Michigan, 1949); Samuel E. Martin (Ph.D. Yale, 1950);

(Ph.D. Calcutta, 1940); Werner Winter (Ph.D. Bern, 1949). Scholars: Ruth Hirsch (Michi- 
gan); H. P. McKaughan (California); Herbert H. Paper (Chicago); Albert Stewart (Ken- 
tucky); Charles 8. Tuckerman (Harvard). 

The Linguistic Society of America contributed $1,632 to the budget of the Institute of 
1950, this amount being the income from the Collitz bequest and from the Endowment 
Fund of the Linguistic Institute. 


The Secretary presented the following report for Mr. Reichardt: 


The Committee on Nomination of Honorary Members, consisting of Yuen Ren Chao, 
Urban T. Holmes Jr., and Konstantin Reichardt (chairman), unanimously recommend that 
the following be elected Honorary Members of the Society: Emile Benveniste, Collage de 
France, Paris; and Sir William A. Craigie, ‘Ridgehurst’, Christmas Common, Watlington, 
Oxon, England. 


On vote Professors Benveniste and Craigie were unanimously elected to 
honorary membership in the Society. 


Mr. Twaddell presented the following report as the Society’s delegate to the 
American Council of Learned Societies: 


The American Council of Learned Societies met in Rye, N. Y., on January 26-27, 1950. 
The discussions emphasized the improvement of the organization of the Council for coping 
with the larger problems of the humanities and their relations to other intellectual activities 
and to national and international needs. Less attention was given to specific undertakings 
or individual research projects. : 

The Council’s Committee on the Language Program met twice. In June, the old commit- 
tee prepared a docket of agenda for the new committee, which was to come into existence 
on July 1. In November, the new committee considered the needs of the immediate future, 
in particular the program of cooperation with the linguistic activities of the Department of 
State. The Committee on the Language Program consists at present of the following mem- 
bers: J M. Cowan (chairman), 8. A. Freeman, M. Joos, A. H. Marckwardt, H. L. Smith jr., 
and N. A. McQuown (secretary). 


The Secretary presented the following report for Mr. Lane, chairman of the 
Standing Committee on Research for 1950: 


Your Committee has received only one request for its support during the current year, 
namely that of Hans Kurath for the Middle English Dictionary. The Chairman would like 
to report that the Committee, by mail vote, gives its unanimous support to this request. 


The Secretary presented the following report for Mr. Kepke, the Society’s 
delegate to the American Association for the Advancement of Science: 


Early this year, under the title Centennial, the AAAS published a collection of papers 
presented at the centennial meeting in Washington, in September 1948. These include the 
paper mentioned in my report for that year (Bull. 22.15): Sociology and the strategy of 
social science, by 8. A. Stouffer of Harvard University—an article of great theoretical and 
programmatic value.

The Secretary reported that all nominees of the Nominating Committee had 
signified their willingness to serve if elected, and that no other nominations had 
been received by mail ballot. The President called for nominations from the 
floor, but there were none. On unanimous vote the Secretary was instructed to 
cast one ballot for all nominces of the Nominating Committee, who were accord- 
ingly declared elected. 

The President appointed a Committee on Resolutions consisting of W. G. 
Moulton and C. F. Voegelin. 

The President then called for other business proposed by members of the 
Society. Mr. Moulton presented the following statement, and moved that it be 
recorded in the minutes of the meeting: 


By an agreement entered into during the summer of 1949 between the Linguistic Society 
of America and the University of California, the Linguistic Institute for 1951 will be held at 
the University of California in Berkeley. Since the time when this agreement was made, the 
Board of Regents of the University of California has seen fit to require all faculty mem- 
bers to sign a special statement regarding their political affiliation. The members of the 
Linguistic Society wish to make it clear that the maintenance of this agreement must not 
be construed as an endorsement on their part of the administrative policies of the Uni- 
versity of California. 


Mr. Moulton’s motion was unanimously carried. 

Mr. Bloch called the attention of the members present to the forthcoming 
second edition of the Directory of American Scholars, to be issued (like the 
first edition of 1942) by The Science Press of Lancaster, Pa., with the cooperation 
of the American Council of Learned Societies. He emphasized particularly the 
request recently sent out by Jaques Cattell, Editor of the directory, that all 
scholars to whom questionnaires have been mailed return them as promptly as 
possible, in order to expedite the publication of this important reference work.’ 


1 Mr. Cattell’s statement is here reprinted nearly in full for the information of members 
of the Linguistic Society: 

‘The second edition of the Directory of American Scholars is again being undertaken by 
The Science Press. Many of the questionnaires are now in the mail, requesting information 
about scholars in various fields. The Science Press, through the cooperation of the American 
Council of Learned Societies, hopes to produce an excellent directory of about 25,000 per- 
sons in various fields. It is hoped that those who read this announcement will recall receiving 
their questionnaire, and return it as promptly as possible, so that the work may be completed 
and the directory published by September 1951. The following statement written by Charles 
E. Odegaard, executive director of the American Council of Learned Societies, indicates 
the importance of getting this material to the editor as promptly as possible: 

‘ “Because of an obvious need, the American Council of Learned Societies encouraged 
The Science Press in the publication, in 1942, of the first edition of the Directory of Ameri- 
can Scholars. Two companion directories, American Men of Science and Leaders in Educa- 
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THE Seconp Session was called to order at 11 a.m. by President Haugen;

THE Fourts SEssion was called to order at 8:30 p.m. by President Haugen. 
Papers 14 and 15 were presented and discussed. Mr. Cowan then took the 
Chair, and Mr. Haugen delivered the Presidential Address (Paper 16). The 
session was adjourned at 11 p.m. 

THE Firrs Session was called to order by President Haugen at 9:15 a.m. on 
December 30; about 50 persons attended. Papers 17-22 were read and discussed. 
Papers 23-25 were presented by title. 

At the end of the session, Mr. Moulton presented the following resolutions, 
which were unanimously adopted: 


As this Twenty-Fifth Annual Meeting of the Society draws to a close, it is a pleasure for 
us to record our thanks to those who have done so much to make it agreeable. To the mem- 
bers of the local committee on arrangements, Messrs. Dunkel, McQuown, and Treviifio, 
and to the chairman, Mr. Edgerton, we are grateful for their unobtrusive efficiency. To the 
management of the Hotels Windermere we are grateful for providing a place where east 
and west could meet in conviviality and scholarship. 

At our Seventeenth Annual Meeting in 1940, J Milton Cowan was elected Secretary and 
Treasurer of the Linguistic Society. This year, after a full decade of service, he has asked to 
be relieved of his duties. We have acceded to his request; but we have done so with re- 
luctance and regret. 

These past ten years have been critical ones in the life of our Society. Particularly during 
the war years, it was essential that the daily business of the Society be handled with skill, 
with vigor, and with foresight. In lesser hands this would have been a period of decline. 





tion, products of the same press, were already well established, but there had been no 
comparable source of biographical information about scholars in the humanities and social 
sciences. The new directory immediately proved its usefulness. It contained a large number 
of biographies, particularly those of younger scholars, not to be found elsewhere, or avail- 
able only in scattered publications of learned societies, and for other biographies it was a 
more convenient source than were the large general directories. Plans for the now long over- 
due second edition of the Directory of American Scholars were suspended, first by the war, 
and later because The Science Press was fully occupied in the preparation of new editions of 
Leaders in Education and American Men of Science. College and university administrators, 
public officials, librarians, and many others may now look forward to the appearance of the 
new Directory of American Scholars, scheduled for the fall of 1951. The Board of Directors 
of the ACLS has endorsed the undertaking as a greatly needed reference work. 

‘ “The purpose of the Directory of American Scholars is practical rather than honorific, 
and to that end approximately 25,000 biographies are contemplated for the new edition, 
roughly twice the number contained in the first edition. To attain that goal, The Science 
Press will require the prompt cooperation of those who receive biographical questionnaires. 
In the interest of having this valuable reference work for our profession, I hope that scholars 
will respond quickly.” 

‘It is also hoped that those who have not received a questionnaire, but were included in 
the last edition, will notify the editor of the Directory of American Scholars, Lancaster, Pa., 
of any change of address, as he has some 2,000 returns which are undeliverable. It would 
help to receive the sketches corrected for all those who were included in the first edition.’ 
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The most we had any right to expect was that we should emerge unimpaired. It is an extra- 
ordinary tribute to Mr. Cowan’s abilities that, far from declining or merely holding our own, 
we actually came out of this period stronger than ever before. We grewin numbers, in reputa- 
tion, and in the scope and usefulness of our activities, both scientific and practical. For his 
_ leading part in this achievement, we express to him our heartfelt thanks. 

Our thanks go out also to Mrs. Cowan. Probably very few of us realize the great help she 
gave to our Secretary-Treasurer during the years when he was overburdened with other 
work. For a period of several years she shared with him a large part of the duties of his 
office—those unglamorous, humble chores which had to be performed if our Society was to 
live and grow. The anonymity with which she did this work is a measure of her devotion to 
the Society. To her and to Mr. Cowan we give our thanks for a task so successfully and 
generously performed.
